The Two Fiume Campaigns 


INTERESTING reflections on the ways of diplo- 


A mucy are furnished by events of the last few 
days in the'"Regency of Quaraero", which as 
this is written is reported to be in the hands of 
regular Italian troops, with Captain D'Annunzio 
wounded and perhaps a prisoner. 


Fiume, held for about a year by D'Annun- 


zio, succumbed in less than a week when the 
Italian government concentrated on reducing it. 
One recalls with some amusement the despair- 
ing professions of the statesmen at Rome that 
nothing could be done when D'Annunzio first 
niisod Hie standard of rebellion and defied Italy 
to oust him and carry out the terms of the treaty 
giving Finnic to Jugo-Slavia. The amusement 
fs only intensified by'the recollection of the com- 
edy campaign against the poet-aviator-rcbel to 
which Italy finally was urged by pressure of the 
powers. There was a little shelling, a great deal 
of i'ralcrnixation, a couple of naval vessels went 
over to D'Annunzio, and Italy announced that 
she was helpless. 


One is forced to contrast the difference with 


flip, present demonstration. Somehow in the in- 
loriin Italy discovered a new art of war. 
This 


was a grim and business-like procedure. The 
shells landed in places -where they did damage. 
There was no sign of fraternization. 
And al- 


most before the Italian forces were on the scene 
D'Annumio's bubble collapsed and his legion- 
jures surrendered. . 


What caused the -change? : Well," for one 


thing the treaty of Rapullo had been signed in 
the meantime, whereby Fining was declared a 
neutral port instead of being given to Jugo- 
slavia, and Italy was accorded a generous slice 
of the Adriatic cast coast beyond the share to 
which the Paris-conference decided she was en- 
tilled. 


Captain D'Annunzio had .therefore served 


his purpose. His occupancy of Fiumc had kept 


I he Jugo-Slavs out of the city and district long 
enough to force them to compromise their due 
under the treaty. The occasion for wrist-slap- 
ping no longer existed. Hence the difference in 
Die two campaigns of the Gulf of Quarnero. 


Italy denied that she encouraged D'Annun- 


xio's sdxurc of Fiume and hacked it up with the 
first campaign.-in which nobody was hurt. The 
fiicl that Itah*bagged such a nice profit on the 
situation is, of course, merely a fortunate coin- 
i-idrnce.

Burglar underwriters insisT that the way to 
check crime-waves .-is'to make it'impossible for 
crooks to dispose of stolen property; until this, 
is done, they say, crime •waves cannot be held 
down by arresting robbers, nor by punishing 
them as long as there are avenues for disposing 
of stolen goods. Until these avenues are closed 
new robbers will take the places vacated by ar- 
rests and imprisonment.
